This is a higher average than that 
shown by any road outside of Boston, 
the Lynn & Boston average being 56 
and the Lowell & Suburban 35. 

The percentage of operating expenses 
of the L. L. & H. to the gross earnings 
was 57.46, which is less than that of 
other companies in the state except the 
Lowell & Suburban and the Globe in 
Fall River The net earnings per mile 
of tracks operated were $3,498, per 
round trip, $1.33; per car mile run,

: Obituary. 


WILLARD PEELE PHILLIPS. 


Hon. Willard Peele Phillips, a native 
of Salem, Mass., died at the Mansion 
House last Sunday after: having been in 
ill health for some years. For along 
time he resided in North Andover, 
where he hada handsome estate, almost 
surrounded by a beautifully kept wood. 
This place is now owned by Mr. Mifflin 
of the firm of Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
his son-in-law. 

. Mr. Phillips was born on Sept. 1, 1825. 
His father, Stéphen C. Phillips was the 
first mayor of Salem. Ihe deceased was, 
during his residence in that city, one of 
its most prominent and active citizens. 
For many years he carrie! on an exten- 
sive coal business at Phillips’ wharf. 
Several times he was elected a represent- 
ative to the Legislature from Salem, and 
was chosen a senator from the 3rd 
Essex district, and also elected president 
of that body for several terms. 

In city, affairs he was very much in 
evidence. He was one of the men who 
earried through the introduction of 
water into Salem and led to some extent 
the great fight made through the city 
council and in the courts for the intro- 
duction of water. As early as 1866 he 
was appointed a water commissioner, 
and after water was introduced, was a 
member and chairman of the first water 
board. Moreover Mr. Phillips was 
prominent in state politics and was one 
of the leaders of the Anti-Butler cam- 
paign in 1874. He had desired to con- 
test for the Republican nomination that 
fall with Gen. Butler and_ his friends in 
Salem used every effort to have him 
made the candidate of the Republican 
anti-Butler faction against the aspira- 
tions of Gen. Cogswell, who desired to 
be the candidate of Salem against Butler 
in the convention. A great deal of bit- 
terness was engendered by the cam- 
paign which followed but Mr, Phillips 
showed his disinterested zeal for the 
public good by presiding at a democratic 
rally at which he made a little speech 
against Butler which is said to have 
been a masterpiece. Mr. Thompson, the 
democrat candidate was elected. 

During his residence in North And- 
over, he took an active interest in town 
affairs, taking part in almost every 
town meeting. He is survived by his 
wife and two daughters. 

The funeral services were held in Sa- 
lem Wednesday.

RAILROAD TROUBLES 


Important Hearing Over the Question 
at North Andover. 


Considerable interest developed in the 
hearing before the selectmen Tuesday 
night on the petition of the Middle:on & 
Danvers street railroad company, for a 
location in town over the same route 
which the town by a unanimous vote 
instructed the selectmen to grant, by a 
franchise, to the Lawrence & Salem 
street railway company. 

The hearing was opened at 8 o’clock 
and Chairman Clark read the article 
which contained two petitions, the 
second relating to a section of road 
about two miles between the towns of 
Andover and North Reading, the ‘club 
or “block” in the case, so-called. 

The petitioners were represented by 
Attorney Jackson, who in opening 
stated that the Middleton & Danvers 
now controlled a franchise to Middleton 
square, a length of some two or more 
miles and its promoters were ready to 
build through to Lawrence this summer 
and, if necessary, to furnish a bond. 

Mr, Osgood inquired if the road which 
he represented was in any way con- 
nected with the Lynn & Boston, which 
included the Lowell, Lawrence & Ha- 
verhill road, or is there any under- 
standing or agreement between these 
organizations. 

Mr. Jackson replied that the two 
were distinct corporations but the Lynn 
& Boston system thad granted the road 
which he represented the use of its 
tracks to Salem. 

Continuing Mr, Jackson stated that 
Andover had already granted them the 
route asked for in the second petition, 
referred to as the “block,” between its 
line and North Reading. 

Moses Merrill asked if the town had 
not already granted a franchise over 
this same route to another company. 
What has become of it thas it slumped? 

Attorney J. P. S. Mahoney, repre- 
fenting the Lawrence & Salem road, in 
reply referred to the situation in Mid- 
dleton, where the selectmen or part of 
them were, or had been, interested 
shareholders in the old Danvers & Mid- 
dleton road and ‘how it had been well- 
nigh impossible to secure a fair and im- 
Partial hearing and he had attended 10 
or 15.

NEW SEMINARY PRESIDENT, 


Prof. Moore Resigns and is Succeeded by 
Prof. Cha les O. Day, Secretary of the 
Congregational Educational Society. 


To the great regret of the trustees of 
the Andover Theological school, Prof. 
George F. Moore lays down the presi- 
dency of that institution over which he 
has so ably presided since the resigna- 
tion of Prof. Harris, who went as_presi- 
dent to Amherst college. 

Prof. Moore asked to be relieved some 
time ago for the reason that his duties 
as the head of the seminary have seri- 
ously interfered with several very im- 
portant pieces of editorial work which 
he has under way. ‘The trustees ac- 
cepted his resignation at a recent meet- 
ing and in his stead elected Prof. Charles 
©. Day, secretary of the Congregational 
Educational Society to the Bartlet pro- 
fessorship of homiletics and practical 
theology in the seminary, and also presi- 
dent of the taculty. Prof. Day accepted 
the appointment Monday and on Wednes- 
day, at a meeting of the alumni of the 
Andover Theological seminary at Boston, 
the announcement of his election was 
made public. Prof. Moore will 
his professorship of Hebrew. 

Prof. Day is a graduate of Yale college 
(IS72) and Andover Theological seminary 
(IS77). A long and intluential pastorate 
at Brattleboro, Vt., followed his early 
ministry at Williamsburg, Mass. In the 
last two years he has become widely 
known in the churches as the efticient 
secretary of the Congregational Eduea- 
tional society. To Andover he brings 
personal qualities and administrative ex- 
perience which peculiarly fit him for the 
responsibilities of his position. 

‘There were about 200 clergymen pres- 
ent at the dinner in Hotel Bellevue 
Wednesday afternoon. The Rev. George 
R. W. Scott presided and remarks were 
made by Prof. George F. Moore, who wel- 
comed the two newly elected professors, 
J. W. Platner, who will occupy the chair 
of ecclesiastical history, and C. O. Day, 
who, henceforth, will be professor in 
homiletics. Both of the last named 
gentlemen spoke, as did the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Richards of Philadelphia, 
Rev. Dr. Michael Burnham of St. Louis, 
Dr. Nehemiah Boynton of Detroit, Rev. 
Edward Abbott of Cambridge, and Prof. 
James H. Ropes of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

Prof. Day, the newly elected president, 
will assume his position on July 1, and 
Prof. Platner will begin his duties on 
September 1.

“GROUND BROKEN, 


Completion of the New Gym. for Phillips 
Academy now Only a Matter 
of Time. 


Architeet Peabody 
body & Stearns, designers of the new 
gymnasium for Phillips Academy, and 
Contractor Whitney were in town Thurs- 
day staking out the site for the new 
building and the work of excavation 
will be begun almost immediately.

‘There,a 
baseball cage takes up almost) one halt 
of the lowest floor, At) Andover, no 
provision is made for a base ball cage 
but the space is utilized for more locker 
spaces of which there are sutticient to 
accommodate about 300, shower baths, 
fifteen showers in all, with drying 
rooms on either side between bath and 
lockers, a visitors’ room with drying 
room connected, offices, furnace rooms 
and toilet rooms. ‘The floors in the base- 
ment will be either concrete, granolethic 
or marble as the case requires. 

Provision is made for plenty of light 
as there are seven windows on tlie rear 
and four on each side extending from first 
to second floor, opening into the main 
room. The building is raised ott the 
ground considerably to give plenty of 
room for the basement, access to which 
may be had from the hallway to the 
main gym or at doors at east and west 
end of the basement itself. 

The lovation of the building, which is 
to be a brick structure, is such that with 
the old) gymnasium, there will be 
formed two sides of a court, the third 
side of which will possibly be oecupied 
some time in the future by a new build 
ing when occasion warrants. ; 

The great advantage of the location of 
the gymnasium is its proximity to the 
new athletic grounds of the Academy. 
“Brothers’ Field,’ whieh have tot yet 
been put in condition for use but doubt- 
less will be before long. 

It is thought probable that the new 
gymnasium will be completed by late 
autumn. — Its heating, lighting and s salle 
tary arrangments will be of the best.

STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE, 


: | 
Charles Starbuck, Harvard Student of 
This Place, Dropped Out of 

Sight Last Thursday. | 


Paralleling the mysterious  disap- 
pearance of a young lady student of 
Wellesley college a few years ago of 
whom nothing has ever been heard, 
comes the unexplainable dropping out of 
all knowledge of his whereabouts of 
Charles E. Starbuck, a Harvard Sopho- 
more, and son of the Rev. C. ©. Star- 
buck, living at 54 Whittier street, this 
place. ‘That he attended a recitation at 
flarvard college last Thursday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, making a decided failure,and 
showing what seemed to the professor 
an utter lack of preparation, is positively 
known. He was seen to leave the reci- 
tation room without communicating 
with any one and there all knowledge of 
his movements ends. 

When he did not return home as usual 
that evening his parents began to get 
worried but supposed that he would cer 
tainly turn up the next day. It was 
thought possible that he had gone to the 
Boston Public library to read or study 
as Was iis custom and had been locked 
in since that was what had nearly hap- 
pened several times before. Chief of 
Police Wm, L. Frye was notified of his 
disappearance Friday and was given the 
following description of him: ‘Twenty 
years old, ti feet high, 130 pounds, 
medium complexion, thin face, a sear on 
the left side of the jaw; round shoul- 
dered, somewhat bowlegged; walked 
with a long, swift, uneven step; was 
dressed in light brown cutaway suit 
with cap; probably carried a green bag 
containing books. 

Young Starbuck left home Thursday 
morning as usual to take the 7.15 Read- 
ing car from the top of Antlover hill. 
He was apparently invas good health and 
spirits as ever altho’ for some time he 
has desired to have a let up in his 
studies as he has been studying very 
hard and his head has been bothering 
him. His parents, however, thought 
that studying would do him good. That 
Starbuck did not take his usual car but 
one a half hour later is known from the 
evidence of passengers and road officials. 
The young man usually pursues a route 
to Cambridge through Reading, Stone- 
ham, Winchester and Arlington and on 
the morning of his disappearance he 
evidently went the same wav. ‘The con- 
ductor om his car from:Winchester re- 
membered that Starbuck had to change 
a sz bill to pay his fare and this was 
about all the money he had on leaving 
home. 

Where he spent his time before at- 
tending his three o'clock lecture is not 
known, There were two others which 
he should have taken in the morning but 
did not. 

Where he went when he left the reci- 
tation roomisan enigma. Though there 
have been many stories in circulation to 
the effect that he was seen in town 
Thursday night, they have little founda- 
tion when probed to the bottom. One 
man Who thought he saw him was going 
by the description published in the pa- 
pers; a young lady thought she saw him 
in an electric car. His mother imagined 
she heard someone trying to get in at the 
window Thursday night and when she 
learned the next day that several people 
thought that they had seen him, she be- 
lieved that be came home and rot being 
able to get in, had wandered away 
though was, perhaps, only a short dis- 
tance from home. Consequently the 
barns in the immediate neighborhood 
have all been ransacked and searching 
parties have investigated the woods in 
the vicinity of Foster’s and Pomp’s ponds 
and in other parts of the town, 

About 100° Phillips students were out 
searching Sunday morning in the vicin- 
ity of the above mentioned ponds and 
the Shawsheen river under the direction 
of Messrs. Stearns and Allen of the fac- 
ulty, and in the afternoon many young 
men of the town went out but without 
avail. A cap was found, an old blue one, 
which had probably been out doors for 
several months, but it gave rise to a 
story that young Starbuck's cap and 
books had been found near Foster’s pond. 

Chief Frye, besides notifying the po- 
lice of Cambridge, Arlington, Boston, 
Winchester and other neighboring pla- 
ces to be on the lookout for the missing 
student, has been unceasing in his 
search and has followed up every possible 
clue. The rumor that someone answer 
ing Starbuck’s description applied at a 
house in which a lady was living 
alone at Wilmington, Thursday night at 
8 o'clock, for shelter, was looked into 
Tuesday afternoon. 

While young Starbuck has been pe- 
culiar in many of his ways, it is thought 
impossible by his family that he would 
have wandered away voluntarily and it 
is feared that he has met with some ac- 
cident. His failure in the Latin reci- 
tation may have had something to do 
with his absence as his parents were es- 
pecially anxious that he should be a 
credit to himself and the family, par- 
ticularly to his brother Eric, who teaches 
at the Punchard high schol. 

The anxiety of the situation is becom- 
ing almost unbearable for the family, es- 
pecially Mrs. Starbuck and her husband.

At the monthly meeting of the 
directors of the Guild, held last Tues- 
day evening, the superintendent, Mrs. 
F, A. Andrews, reported among other 
things that in the preceding. month the 
Guild had had one case of sickness re- 
moved to a hospital; in another case 
erutches from the emergeney closet had 
been loaned; and aid’ in clothing had 
been given to one family. Flower seeds 
for fiee distribution had been received 
from the Village Improvement society, 
and had all been distributed before 4 
o'clock on the day they were received. 

The committee in charge reported that 
the Rummage Sale would be held in the 
Guild House on May 24 and 25. 

The commitiee on work for boys re- 
ported that a Boys’ club had been held 
from November 12 to May 6. The 
largest attendance was 20; the average 
attendance 11.. The occupation had 
been gymnastics with parlor games, and 
each evening a talk on some scientific 
subject or on current events. 

The Committee on work for girls re- 
ported that two divisions of the Girls’ 
club had closed, while one division still 
continues. The class in drawing and 
the class in cooking are. still going 
on, but will close in a week or two. 

Plans are matured for the summer 
school. Girls will not be admitted this 
year, as the Guild bas devoted itself 
chiefly to work for girls the past winter, 
and as the presence: of fzirls in the sum- 
mer school means the ,exclusion of an 
equal number of boys.

Cross-examined by Lawyer Biadley 
Mr. Wingate said tnat he first noticed 
peculiarities in Mr. Holmes’ conduct 
about s.xX months after the will was) 
drawn, Had heard him complain 
about his feilow officers, but never 
heard him threaten to take tne life of 
Assistant Marsnal Kiine. Noticed that 
he got excited when talking about 
Grand Army matters. hnew that he 
was afterwards cummitieu to Danveis. 

Re-direct by Lawyer psargent: Mr, |! 
Holmes remained on his Essex sircet | 
beat some time afier the will was 
signed. 

Police Officer William P. Jordan was 
the next witness. He testified: Mr. 
Holmes told me he wanteu me to wit- 
ness his will, We went to Wingates 
store and | signed the will. Isaw Mr. 
Wingate and Patrolman O’Connor sign 
the will, Mr. Holmes was present. He 
was in my opinion of sound mind. I 
can’t remember whether he signed the 
will at the same time I did or not, 

Cross-examined by Lawyer Bradley: 
I saw nothing strange in nis conduct 
until seven or eimht months after the 
will was made. I was with him a great 
deal and hada chance to see any pe- 
culiarities if he had any. Seven or 
eight months after the will was drawn 
Mr.- Holmes began to show signs of 
mental weakness. A few weeks before 
this he went to Europe, but came right 
back. Then he and I started South, 
but in New York he became vivient and 
[ brought him back. He was troubled 
in the summer with his stomach, but he 
kept his beat. 

Re-direct: Mr. Holmes told me he 
had made his will out in favor of Mrs. 
Parsons. He said he was going to 
marry her when the probationary term 
of her divorce was over. 

Patrolman John P, O’Connor was the 
next witness, He sa'd he witnessed 
Mr. Holmes’ will. at his request. He 
didn't see him sign the will. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bradley Mr. 
O’Connor gaid he didn’t think Mr. 
Holmes was sane the day the will was 
signed. He had acted strange several 
days before; had gone to sleep in the 
morning before leaving the station 
house: had fallen asleep in stores 
while on cutv’ had made many ar- 
rests which were unnecessary in wit- 
ness’s opinion.

For the contestants, Lawyer Bradley 
called Insrector Michae: J. Murphy az 
the first witness. Mr. Murphy testi- 
fied that Mr. Holmes was transferred 
in September. ‘99. from the Essex 
street beat to a beat on Prospect hiil. 
He auit work about a month later. He 
had previously complained of ili health. 


Patrolman Joseph Kline tes'‘ifie! tat 
early in the vear 1899 Mr. Holmes acted 
strangely. He was told to investigate 
matters. but failed, through f rgetful- 
ness, He complained cf abuse at the 
hands of his superiors, but was In real- 
itv favored. 

Sarah J. Parsons the beneficiary un- 
der the Holmes will next testified in 
nart as follows: Knew Mr. Holmes 
for 20 years. ._Knew him intimately for 
six vears. Used to see him nea:ly 
every day. He roomed in Howard's 
block and I in Bicknell’s block.. Dur- 
Ing the last of his police duty us°d to 
see him twice a day. For two years, 
after mv father came t) live with me, 
he called to see me at my room nearly 
everv night. The last year went 
about with him a good deal. Used to 
walk with him on his beat when he 
was doing night duty, a few minutes 
at a time. Did not know a will was 
drawn in mv favor till he gave it to 
me in January, 1899. I read the wil 
and asked him why he had given me 
his propertv. and he said he wanted me 
to have it in case he was taken away. 
I did not apply for a divorce till Decem- 
ber ‘98. He asked me in May ‘99 to 
marrv him. He had done nothing for 
my support. I never asked him to 
make ovrovision for me. He did not 
maintain me nor my father.
